“Another six inches and we 
might have had a murder 
case on our hands.” 

That was the observation 
Tuesday of Upland Police 
Capt. John McCarthy upon his 
return from the District At- 
torney’s Office and a group 
discussion of a bizarre shoot- 
ing incident two days earlier 

According to Det. T. D. 
Smith, a 20-year-old Upland 
housewife — Dorothy Mae 
Goudelock — fired three bul- 
lets into the left arm of her 
husband, Thomas, 30, during 
a family squabble early Sun- 
day morning at their home, 
138 N. 12th Ave 

Two of the .22 calibre slugs 
passed through the arm and/| 
the third was removed by a| 
physician at San Antonio Com- | 
— Hospital, Smith report- | 
ed. 

“The bullets hit the fleshy | 
part of the upper arm,” Mc- 


Carthy said. *‘She came with-| : 


in six inches of his heart.” | 

The captain said officers | 
had sought a complaint of as- | 
sault with intent to commit! 
murder, but Goudelock was | 
not anxious to pursue the mat- | 
ter and would have made ‘“‘a 
reluctant witness.’’ The Dis- 
trict Attorney advised that 
any recurrence of the trouble 
would result in a stiff charge, 
McCarthy said. | 

The captain also noted that 
Mrs. Goudelock had promised | 
to take a bus to Texas to visit | 
relatives during ‘‘a cooling-off | 
period.” |

gunwoman told Upland Police |
